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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Cox reference does not 
teach that if "the dependent correlation value does not exceed the predetermined threshold, the correlator is operable to iteratively increase 
a number of parts of the partial code word used, to increase information quantitty of the recovered partial code word". Applicant further 
argues that at no point does Coz teach reconstruction of the watermark from the subwatermarks. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
purpose of Cox's invention is to reconstruct the watermark for correlation to an original watermark. Thus, a watermark must be 
reconstructed from the subwatermarks in order for there to exist something to compare to the original. Cox clearly states at column 9 that 
the detection sequence is cyclically shifted and that the process can be computed incrementally. Examiner views this as the same as the 
claimed interatively increase a number of parts. Applicant further argues that Coz does not teach anything related to an iterative increase 
in a number of parts of the partial code word based on a condition. It is unclear what condition applicant is referring to as the current claims 
do not cite any condition specifically. Cox is already shown to teach recovery of the watermark incrementally by subregions. 
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
